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INTRODUCTORY. 

The  Annual  Report  for  1939  is  an  abridged  Report  and 
is  a  summary  ot  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Services  for  that 
year. 

The  outbreak  of  war  in  the  autumn  of  1939  necessitated 
modification  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

No  loss  of  stall  was  experienced  up  to  the  end  of'  1939. 
Additional  duties  were  imposed  on  the  Department,  chiefly 
in  relation  to  Air  Raid  Precautions  and  Civil  Defence  Ser¬ 
vices.  On  the  other  hand,  postponement  of  work  under  the 
Housing  Acts  dated  from  the  early  days  of  the  war.  Other¬ 
wise,  up  to  the  end  of  1939,  the  work  of  the  Reatlh  Depart¬ 
ment  proceeded  with  little  alteration. 

Representations  were  made  in  1939  for  the  clearance  of 
further  areas  of  dwelling-houses,  areas  oO  to  85  inclusive 
numbers.  301  dwelling-houses  were  included  in  these  repre¬ 
sentations,  and  827  persons  were  recorded  as  occupjdng  these 
houses. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  ordered  an  inquiry  to  be  held  in 
September,  1939,  but,  before  the  date  on  which  the  inquiry 
was  to  be  held,  a  notice  of  postponement  of  work  under  the 
Housings  Acts  was  received  from  the  Ministry,  the  inquiry 
was  not  held  and  the  Clearance  Orders  were  not  confirmed. 

The  provision  of  new  Council  Houses  was  similarly  the 
subject  of  a  postponement  order,  although  work  to  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  certain  estates  has  continued.
